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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 29 Dec 1945 


The admission rate for All Gauses dropped egain this week. This rate 602 compares unfavorably with the 
rete 554 for the corresvonding week of 1944. The highest rate (1017) was reported by the 9th District; the 
lowest rate (277) wes reported by the 7th District. 


A noticeable decrease in the Respiratory Diseases rate was noted this week. The curve stands above the 
@urve for the corresvonding period of 1944, The trend was downward in all districts except the 9th. The 
Righest rate (459.6) wae reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate ($1.9) was reported by the 7th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, There was s drop in the admission rate again this week for these 
diseases. This rate 203.3 stands above the rate 131.5 for the corresnonding week of last year, ‘The highest 


rate (315.2) was reported by the 5th District; the lowest rate (69.6) was reported by the 7th District. 


PMBUMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The rate for these diseases fell this week to 2.5. This rate comoares 
favorably with the rates 4.7, 6.9, and 3.0 for the corresponding week of 1942, 1943, and 1944 resvectively. 
fhe righest rate (6.9) was reported by the 9th District. The 6th and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


‘NHUMONIA, ATYPICAL, There was a decided decrease this week in the admission rate for this disease. 
‘he .urve stands below the curve for the corresponding period for the years 1943 and 1944, The 6th District 
evorted the highest rate (12.1). The lst District reported no cases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The admission rate dropped this week to 53.5. The incidence for 
these diseases stands below that experienced for the corresoonding week of 1944. The highest rate (159.7) 
was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (8.5) was reported by the 7th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. A decrease was noted this week in the admission rate for this disease. This rate 

9.6 is the first favorable comparison with the rate 10.0 for the corresponding period of the previous 
year to be noted for the past eight weeks. The trend wes downward in all districts except the llth and 
12th and the Potomac and Severn River Commands. The highest rate (42.3) was reported by the 9th District. 
The 3rd, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC.  Agein this week the admission rate for this disease was reported 
at 0.1. Only two districts reported cases, the 5th and 6th. 


MEASLES. The admission rate for thig disease rose this week, This rate 5.9 stands at the level of 
the rate for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (18.9) wes reported by the 9th District. 
The 4th, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases.
